In addition, 
there are the glaring statistics of 
the divorce courts which reveal

both adore. We don't fight. We 
are not happy but there is no 
bickering. All our friends point, 
to us as the ideal couple who 
proves teen-age marriage can 
be successful.

"The really sad part is that I 


am in love with another man. 
He is my husband's closest 
friend and his wife is a good 
friend of mine. 
We are not

things. 
Although there are 


exceptions and some few teen

cessfully, the incidents are rare 
and these couples are very 
fortunate. Most teen marriages

the

How To Clean 
Children's 
Stuffed Toys 


A cherished stuffed toy, so 


dearly loved and so frequently 
fondled, doeui't take long to 
become gray and sad.

finishes can again be clean and 
cuddly soft. 


When the time comes to take 


action, follow these suggestions 
to rejuvenate aging stuffed toys. 
Brush well to remove loose dirt 
or dust. Remove garments if 
possible. Be sure stuffed toy is 
washable before getting it wet. 


Pretreat very dirty spots first 


with a brush dipped in liquid 
detergent. For hand washable 
toys, wash quickly and gently 
with a mild soap or detergent, 
dunking toy in and out of warm 
water. 


When machine washing, use a 


very short wash, spin and rinse 
or use a delicate cycle with 
warm water wash.

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Writer Visits North Vietnam; star Arrested 
Reports On Situation There

The North Vietnam People's 


Army seems highly motivated 
and well equipped. It appears to 
have plenty of young manpower

The bombing of the North 


stopped 16 months ago, but the 
watchword for all — army and 
people — is vigilance, an at- 
titude that leaps out at the 
visitor from those aspects of 
North Vietnamese life he is 
permitted to observe. 


What I saw and heard leaves 


the impression that the armed 
forces are capable of a long, 
tenacious war effort. That is 
their history, as they repeat it to 
a visitor. One thousand years of 
resistance to Chinese rule. Two 
hundred years spent fighting the 
Mongols. A hundred years 
against the French. 


Now, 
sophisticated weapon 


systems and heavy arms are on 
hand from the Soviet Union. 
Light infantry weapons come in

Songs and 
poems are composed in the 
army's honor. 


When the bombing was at its 


height, hundreds of thousands of 
civilians took part in air defense 
measures, I was told. The 
feeling of unity between army 
and people can hardly be 
doubted now in the austerity 
brought to the nation by its war 
effort. 


Eleven days on the road out of 


Hanoi — to the demilitarized 
zone and back, thence to the port 
city of Haiphong and the coast 
near China — I saw troops 
passing in every direction in 
small numbers all day long. 
Significant? I don't know. 


When infiltration by North 


Vietnamese 
regulars 
was 


claimed by the Americans to be 
at its height in 1967, they 
estimated 8,000 a month en- 
tering South Vietnam. 


Their army trucks carry 24 


soldiers. Just 12 trucks a day 
could carry more than 8,000 
soldiers a month, if that's the 
way they went south in 1967. 


Some of the soldiers rode 


bicycles of Chinese and local 
manufacture. 


They decorated their vehicles 


with small bouquets of plastic 
flowers. Their bearing was 
alert. I could not talk with them. 
Weapons were not in evidence. 


Questions about the size of 


North Vietnam's armed forces 
and about forces Hanoi has sent 
south were turned aside unin- 
formalively. The question was 
not open for discussion. 


Western estimates put the 


total North Vietnamese army 
strength at about 450,000. 
Estimates of the number 
committed to the battle in the 
South range from 85,000 to more 
than double that. 


Always with my escorts, I saw 


little heavy military hardware. 
A government official explained 
why. 


"Frankly, there are things we 


did not want you to see. Surface 
to air missiles, for example. 


"You 
know, we developed a 


truly Vietnamese technique for 
employing the missiles. Had we 
not decided to do so, the 
Americans 
could 
have 


destroyed them all. 


"The foreign friends who gave 


us the missiles said they should 
be positioned in hardened sites. 
But we thought that the 


Americans, if they discovered 
the sites, would concentrate 
their bombing on them. We 
would not have one SAM left. 


"We disregarded instructions 


and handled the missiles to suit 
Vietnamese conditions, as we 
know them. We kept the missiles 
on the move. They never had 
fixed locations, nor have they 
now. They move, move, move." 


I asked about a 28-year-old 


intercepter pilot credited with 
destroying nine U.S. planes. The 
official paused over his cup of 
strong, 
black Vietnamese 


coffee. Again, his response 
reflected national pride: 


"Young Captain Nguyen Van 


Coc is a farmer's son, of simple 
background. Yet he learned to 
fly a MIG17. It isn't, fast as more 
modern American planes, but 
the captain learned to make 
tighter 
turns, 
to change 


weakness into strength, to gain 
the superior position for firing 
his air-to-air missiles. It was a 
matter of great courage. After 
four years, he is still flying." 


A million North Vietnamese 


have seen the People's Army 
exhibiton at Hanoi. It is devoted 
to the successful 1946-54 war to 
drive out the French, and to the 
struggle since 1964 with 
the 


United States. 


Industrialists Plan For Higher 
Sales, Called 'Micawberish'

NEW YORK (AP) — There 


might appear to be something 
micawberish about the attitude 
of some industrialists these days 
as they make plans for higher 
sales and big profits in the 
coming months. 


Not macabre, which means 


ghastly—although certain 
economists committed to the 
forecast 
of an 
imminent 


recession might interpret it that 
way, for it certainly threatens 
their plans. 


Micawber, instead, in the 


spirit of Mr. Micawber, a 
character in David Copperfield 
whose motto was: "Something 
will turn up." 


Many 
industrialists 
are 


ignoring the gloomy forecasts of 
the economists and are looking 
for that upturn. Many others 
feel that business, at any rate, 
won't turn down, at least for 
their companies. 


Acting on their assumptions, 


these businessmen not only are 
planning big spending projects, 
they are anticipating big profits. 
Reliable surveys show this. 
The McGraw-Hill economics 


d e p a r t m e n t 
q u e r i e d 


businessmen last month and 
found they expect a 6 per cent 
rise in corporate earnings in 
1970 to a record total of $95.2 
billion. 
In a "slowed down" 


economy? 


"This," said Business Week 


magazine, "is almost the exact 
opposite of what Washington has 
said will happen to profits," 


In fact, the official forecast 


from Washington-thai profits 
could be expected to fall 5.6 per 
cent from last year-has been 
criticized as too optimistic by 
some economists. 


Businessmen, however, ob- 


viously are not listening to the 
economists, for disbelief in 
forecasts is revealed also by 
their plans for capital spending 
projects, which surveys show 
keep rising over last year's 
totals. 


Government and private 


economists now foresee sizeable 
increases in the amounts of 
money that industry expects to 
spend for improving plants and 
equipment. More important, the 
plans seem to grow rather than 
shrink. 


Rinfret-Boston Associates 


completed a survey late last 
week that indcated business 
expects to spend 13.2 per cent 
more in 1970 than last year.

New Dcrfa Expected

new data on the sun.

New Data Expected 
From Solar Eclipse 
WALLOPS ISLAND, Va (AP) 
— A group of scientists here 
rejoiced Sunday in confidence 
that a $4.1 million series of 
rocket launchings in connection 
with Saturday’s solar eclipse 
had provided vast amounts of 
new data on the sun. 
They said it would take many 
weeks, possibly months, to 
analyze the information, but it is 
so voluminous and was obtained 
under such favorable cir­ 
cumstances that in their 
determination it is sure to be of 
historic importance. 
The information was gathered 
over the weekend with a series 
of 32 rocket launchings, most of 
them during or close to the 90- 
minute eclipse period. 
"It will be a long time before 
we can answer the questions, 
but the information is going to 
be there,” said Robert L. 
Kreiger, director of the station 
operated by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration. 
Peter 
Eaton, 
program 
engineer of NASA’s sounding- 
rocket programs, and Dr. Goetz 


K. Oertel. deputy chief of solar 
physics, said the launchings 
provided important new in­ 
formation in three major areas, 
meteorology, ionospheric 
phvsics and solar physics 
The data gathered by rocket 
launchings to altitudes up to 500 
miles were coordinated with 
observations from ground 
stations in Virginia and Mexico, 
rocket launchings from White 
Sands, N. M., missile range, and 
special data from satellites. 
Eaton reported that the ATS3 
weather satellite provided 
excellent pictures of the earth’s 
cloud cover and the shadow of

Two orbiting solar ob­ 
servatories sent back data from 
instruments pointed at the 
sun during the eclipse, and three 
U. S.-Canadian sattellites 
provided information on the 
ionosphere during the eclipse. In 
addition. Mariner 6 sent back 
data from 235 milhon miles in 
space on the far side if the sun.

War's Real Losers 


(FROM ONTARIO-UPLAND DAILY REPORT) 


The National Geographic Society describes the Laotians as a 


gentle, peaceable people, even though they live in the center of the 
Southeast Asian cauldron. 


The name "Laotian" is used loosely. The population, variously 


estimated at from two to three million, is composed of 22 minority 
groups, some of whom are not even aware that there is a country 
called Laos, much less two countries called the United States and 
Soviet Russia whose arms are fueling the battles now going on in 
the kingdom. 


Laos has no paved roads, no railroads and few telephones. Two- 


thirds of its 91,428 square miles (slightly smaller than Oregon) are 
mountainous jungle, dotted with villages averaging about 200 
inhabitants. In the monsoon months, these villages are completely 
cut off from each other. Thus it is not surprising that family and 
tribal loyalties outweigh any sense of national identity. 


This is the country, next door to Vietnam and through which the 


Ho Chi Minn trail passes, where the Royal Laotian forces (the good 
guys) are currently being pushed around by the Pathet Lao (the 
bad guys), aided by North Vietnamese soldiers. 


This is the war which the Nixon administration maintains we 


are not going to get involved in (beyond lending air support to the 
non-Communist Laotians) and which a number of senators just as 
steadfastly charge we are getting more and more deeply involved 
in. 


There is somewhat of a parallel between the Laotian war and 


the French and Indian War, in which France and England con- 
tested for control of the fur trade in a vast, unknown territory ex- 
tending to the northwest of .the 13 colonies along the Atlantic 
seaboard. 


That territory was even more primitive than present-day Laos. 


Its natives, caught between the two contending European powers, 
had even less of a sense of unity than Laotians. 


A decade and a half later, they were caught up in another war 


between one of those powers and its former colonies, and once 
again tribe was pitted against tribe. 


George Rogers Clark got the infant United States involved in a 


war in the old Northwest which eventually opened up the lands of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
although it took another generation of fighting before the Indian 
submitted, and his land became white man's country. 


There the parallel ends, for no American can see the 


"opening of new land" because of our involvement in Laos, but we 
can, in light of our own experience with the Indians, .sympathize 
with the plight of a primitive people swept up in a war they do not 
understand.

WASHINGTON — A Soviet 


intelligence agent, caught in a 
serious act of espionage, has 
been permitted to remain in the 
United States. 


He is Oleg D. Kalugin, for- 


merly 
a 
TASS 
news 


correspondent, 
now second 


secretary at the Soviet Em- 
bassy, who became entangled in 
a web of espionage 
and 


romance. 


His undercover activities in 


this country are known to the 
FBI. But only the State 
Department knows the reason 
he is still here. Other spies 
caught hi the act have been 
declared persona non grata and 
have been given 48 hours to 
leave the country. 


The handsome, lotharian 


Kalugin took over from a fellow 
spy, Nikolai Kapsov, who had 
been cultivating a Greek im- 
migrant for undercover work in 
the United States. 


The immigrant, John Makris, 


had worked for a time as a 
United Nations intern and, 
eventually, had ventured into 
business. He was having a rough 
time keeping out of the red. 


To the Russians, Makris 


seemed a good prospect for 
recruitment as an agent, and 
Kalugin moved in to close the 
deal. Assuming the name 
"Victor Kraknikovich," he 
contracted Makris. Kalugin 
explained he was a friend of 
Nikolai and wanted to help 
Makris with his business ven- 
tures. 


CLOAK-AND-DAGGER 


Over the next two years, 


Kalugin paid Makris $12,000. 
Following elaborate rendezvous 
plans and ever on the lookout for 
FBI agents, the pair met in hotel 
lobbies, 
restaurants, 
a 


Greenwich Village bookstore 
and at various spots in the 
Bronx. 


They discussed a number of 


plans. First, Makris was to 
infiltrate anti-Castro groups in 
New York and Nicaragua. Later 
he was to move to Washington 
and set up a business as a front, 
then travel around the country 
as a "bagman," distributing 
money to Soviet agents. 


But one by one, each new 


conspiracy fell apart out of 
confusion and exaggerated 
caution. 


At one point, Kalugin in- 


structed Makris to cultivate a 
secretary 
in 
the 
FBI's 


Manhattan office. Kalugin 
wanted information on FBI 
surveillance 
procedures. 


Specifically, he wanted to know 


. what cars the FBI agents drove 


p.nd where they were garaged. 


When Makris had won the 


girl's confidence, the plan called 
for Kalugin to appear. He would 
romance the lady while his wife 
tended the home fire* in their 
apartment. 


Kalugin also offered Makris 


$15,000 to plant his own 
American girl friend inside the 
State Department. The girl 
agreed, applied for a job and 
was interviewed. 


RUSSIAN ROMEO 


There was only one hitch in 


Kalugin's quasi-bigamous 
operations: Makris and both 
girls were working under FBI 
direction. 


When the affair had gone far 


enough, the U.S. notified the 
Soviet to keep their Ruasian 
Romeo en a tighter leash. 
Stranger/, however, he was not 
asked to leaf* the coantry.

Kalugin comes and goes 


without hindrance, swallowed 
up in the bustle of big-city life.

A secret staff study, now on 


President Nixon's desk, claims 
that Israel can hold her own 
against the Arab threat without 
more planes from the United 
States . . . At the same time, 
intelligence reports warn that 
Russia is preparing to send 
Egypt advanced jet fighters, 
fighter-bombers, 
anti-aircraft 


artillery and missiles, and the 
latest electronic-detection 
equipment. 


The B-52 strike against the 


North Vietnamese on the Plain 
of Jars was urged by G. Mc- 
Murfie Godley, the American 
Ambassador to Laos. Because 
this was an escalation of the 
Laotian War, President Nixon 
personally made the decision 
after 
consulting with the 


National Security Council. The 
big B-52s were ordered to blast 
the North Vietnamese field 
headquarters. But the bombing, 
apparently, didn't even slow the 
assault upon the strategic plain. 


There has been an uproar in 


Congress over the vulnerability 
of nuclear weapons, which the 
United States has stashed hi 
allied countries around the 
world. The purpose is to 
multiply the number of Pearl 
Harbors an enemy must destroy 
in order to mount a successful 
attack against the United States. 


To keep these stockpiles 


secure, they are continually 
rotated. Nuclear warheads 
might be shipped, say, from 
Point A to Point B. Before they 
reach B, secret orders may be 
flashed to shift them instead to 
Point C. 


Only U.S. authorities are 


supposed to know exactly where 
the nuclear weapons are stored 
overseas. But one high Pentagon 
official confessed 
to this 


column: 
"Let's not kid ourselves. The 
host governments know where 
our nuclear fireworks are 
hidden. They may not know the 
exact buildings, but they know 
the 
locations." 
. . . The 


security problem boils down to 
one key question: Can we trust 
our allies? More than one top 
American thinks not. "In- 
formation we give our allies," 
acknowledged one, "has a habit 
of leaking to the Reds."

In experimental animals it

Dr. Adanpaan-Heikkila of 


the University of Hel&inki has 
been working on a large series 
of cases in an effort to learn 
if LSD, marijuana, and other 
drugs as well as alcohol can 
leave toxic changes in the or- 
gans of the unborn child. 


Alcohol must be considered 


a drug and it ia generally ac- 
cepted 
that the pregnant 


mother can do great justice to 
herself and to her unborn child 
if many of these drugs are 
eliminated. This ia not meant 
to instill a sense of fear in 
pregnant women. Rather it is 
meant to emphasise that safe- 
ty for the mother and for the 
child ia the ultimate hope of 
all modern medicine. 


Physicians who watch their 


patients must always be in 
complete control of the drugs 
that all pregnant women take 
throughout their pregnancy to 
insure such safety.

The National Geographic Society describes the Laotians as a 
gentle, peaceable people, even though they live in the center of the 
Southeast Asian cauldron 


The name “Laotian” is used loosely. The population, variously 
estimated at from two to three million, is composed of 22 minority 
groups, some of whom are not even aware that there is a country 
called Laos, much less two countries called the United States and 
Soviet Russia whose arms are fueling the battles now going on in 
the kingdom. 


I-a os has no paved roads, no railroads and few telephones. Two- 
thirds of its 91.428 square miles (slightly smaller than Oregon) are 
mountainous jungle, dotted with villages averaging about 200 
inhabitants. In the monsoon months, these villages are completely 
cut off from each other Thus it is not surprising that family and 
tribal loyalties outweigh any sense of national identity. 


This is the country, next door to Vietnam and through which the 
Ho Chi Minh trail passes, where the Royal Laotian forces (the good 
guys) are currently being pushed around by the Pathet Lao (the 
bad guys), aided by North Vietnamese soldiers. 


This is the war which the Nixon administration maintains we 
are not going to get involved in (beyond lending air support to the 
non-Communist Laotians) and which a number of senators just as 
steadfastly charge we are getting more and more deeply involved 
in. 


There is somewhat of a parallel between the Laotian war and 
the French and Indian War, in which France and England con­ 
tested for control of the fur trade in a vast, unknown territory ex 
tending to the northwest of Jhe 13 coloniej along the Atlantic 
seaboard 


That territory was even more primitive than present-day Laos. 
Its natives, caught between the two contending European powers, 
had even less of a sense of unity than Laotians 


A decade and a half later, they were caught up in another war 
between one of those powers and its former colonies, and once 
again tribe was pitted against tribe. 


George Rogers Clark got the infant United States involved in a 
war in the old Northwest which eventually opened up the lands of 
Ohio, Indiana. Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
although it took another generation of fighting before the Indian 
submitted, and his land became white man’s country. 


There the parallel ends, for no American can see the 
"opening of new land" because of our involvement in Laos, but we 
can, in light of our own experience with the Indians, sympathize 
with the plight of a primitive people swept up in a war they do not 
understand.

relative comparison with other 
habits makes one ask rather 
bluntly... “Why bother bringing 
him?” 
Certainly the PTA 
should screen the Speakers and 
feel that they have something 
worthwhile with which to ac- 
cupy the minds and hopes of the 
several dozen families that 
showed up that night. 
As to the actual talk, a number 
of people got impatient as the 
speaker continued his rambling 
monologue and interrupted him 
to state “They had brought their 
children to hear about the 
hazards of drug use,” and 
wanted him to get to the point. 
After two hours of “listening" 
we had to leave, as it boiled 
down to a question of how late to 
keep up a couple of youngsters 
on a school night. 
Your editorial calls it a con­ 
troversial subject. 
To a drug 
user, it probably is.

WASHINGTON — A Soviet 
intelligence agent, caught in a 
serious act of espionage, has 
been permitted to remain in the 
United States 
He is Oleg D. Kalugin, for­ 
merly 
a 
TASS 
news 
correspondent, now second 
secretary at the Soviet Em­ 
bassy, who became entangled in 
a 
web 
of 
espionage 
and 
romance. 
His undercover activities in 
this country are known to the 
FBI. 
But 
only 
the 
State 
Department knows the reason 
he is still here. Other spies 
caught in the act have been 
deciared persona non grata and 
have been given 48 hours to 
leave the country. 
The handsome, 
lotharian 
Kalugin took over from a fellow 
spy, Nikolai Kapsov, who had 
been cultivating a Greek im­ 
migrant for undercover work in 
the United States. 
The immigrant, John Makris, 
had worked for a time as a 
United Nations intern and. 
eventually, had ventured into 
business. He was having a rough 
time keeping out of the red. 
To the Russians, Makris 
seemed a good prospect for 
recruitment as an agent, and 
Kalugin moved in to ciose the 
deal. 
Assuming 
the name 
“ Victor Kraknikovich,” he 
contracted Makris. Kalugin 
explained he was a friend of 
Nikolai and wanted to help 
Makris with his business ven­ 
tures. 


CLOAK-AND-DAGGER 
Over the next two years, 
Kalugin paid Makris $12,000. 
Following elaborate rendezvous 
plans and ever on the lookout for 
FBI agents, the pair met in hotel 
lobbies, 
restaurants, 
a 
Greenwich Village bookstore 
and at various spots in the 
Bronx. 
They discussed a number of 
plans. First, Makris was to 
infiltrate anti-Castro groups in 
New York and Nicaragua. Later 
he was to move to Washington 
and set up a business as a front, 
then travel around the country 
as a “bagman,” distributing 
money to Soviet agents. 
But one by one, each new 
conspiracy fell apart out of 
confusion and exaggerated 
caution. 
At one point, Kalugin in­ 
structed Makris to cultivate a 
secretary 
in 
the 
FBI’s 
Manhattan 
office. 
Kalugin 
wanted information on FBI 
surveillance 
procedures. 
Specifically, he wanted to know 
what cars the FBI agents drove 
and where they were garaged. 
When Makris had won the 
girl’s confidence, the plan called 
for Kalugin to appear. He would 
romance the lady while his wife 
tended the home fires in their 
apartment. 
Kalugin also offered Makris 
$15,000 
to 
plant 
his 
own 
American girl friend inside the 
State Department. The girl 
agreed, applied for a job and 
was interviewed. 


RUSSIAN ROMEO 
There was only one hitch in 
K alugin’s quasi-bigam ous 
operations: Makris and both 
girls were working under FBI 
direction. 
When the affair had gone far 
enough, the U.S. notified the 
Soviet to keep their Russian 
Romeo on a 
tighter leash. 
Strangely, however, he was not 
asked to leave the country. 
He resides today in a non­ 
descript apartment building just 
four blocks inside the District of 
Columbia line. It is an un- 
noticeable 
location, 
a 


thoroughly middle-class habitat 
in a thoroughly middle-class 
neighborhood. 
Kalugin comes and goes 
without hindrance, swallowed 
up in the bustle of big-city life. 
He and his wife, said one neigh­ 
bor, “ keep very much to 
themselves.” Residents and 
visitors 
to 
the 
apartment 
building go about their business 
in a routine manner. They 
know nothing of the spy who 
resides within. 
But for those few who know 
the truth about Oleg Kalugin, 
there is a vague feeling of being 
watched.

INTELLIGENCE NOTES 
A secret staff study, now on 
President Nixon’s desk, claims 
that Israel can hold her own 
against the Arab threat without 
more planes from the United 
States . . . At the same time, 
intelligence reports warn that 
Russia is preparing to send 
Egypt advanced jet fighters, 
fighter-bombers, 
anti-aircraft 
artillery and missiles, and the 
latest electronic-detection 
equipment. 
The B-52 strike against the 
North Vietnamese on the Plain 
of Jars was urged by G. Mc- 
Murrie Godley, the American 
Ambassador to Laos Because 
this was an escalation of the 
Laotian War, President Nixon 
personally made the decision 
after 
consulting 
with 
the 
National Security Council. The 
big B-52s were ordered to blast 
the North Vietnamese field 
headquarters. But the bombing, 
apparently, didn’t even slow the 
assault upon the strategic plain. 


There has been an uproar in 
Congress over the vulnerability 
of nuclear weapons, which the 
United States has stashed in 
allied countries around the 
world. The purpose is 
to 
multiply the number of Pearl 
Harbors an enemy must destroy 
in order to mount a successful 
attack against the United States. 


To keep these stockpiles 
secure, they are continually 
rotated. Nuclear warheads 
might be shipped, say, from 
Point A to Point B. Before they 
reach B, secret orders may be 
flashed to shift them instead to 
Point C. 
Only U.S. authorities are 
supposed to know exactly where 
the nuclear weapons are stored 
overseas. But one high Pentagon 
official 
confessed 
to 
this 
column: 
“Let’s not kid ourselves. The 
host governments know where 
our nuclear fireworks are 
hidden. They may not know the 
exact buildings, but they know 
the 
locations.” 
. . . The 
security problem boils down to 
one key question: Can we trust 
our allies? More than one top 
American thinks not. “ In­ 
formation we give our allies,” 
acknowledged one, “has a habit 
of leaking to the Reds.”

Dr. Maurice E. Langham 
and his colleagues have found

lar use. The drug seems to act 
on the delicate nerve fibers

will continue, and if the drug 
is found to be as successful as 
it gives promise to be. it will 
be widely used In hospitals 
everywhere. New avenues are 
being opened by this drug for 
the eventual prevention of the 
progress of early glaucoma.

At first glance this news 
would not be considered hope­ 
ful, but when viewed in a long 


range program may be moat 
significant. It has been found, 
and is now being further stud­ 
ied, that there is a possibility 
that the unborn child may be 
adversely affected if the moth­ 
er consumes more than allow­ 
able amounts of alcohol. 
In experimental animals it 
has been found the fetus may 
be damaged by large quanti­ 
ties of alcohol. 
Dr. 
Adanpaan-Heikkila of 
the University of Helsinki has 
been working on a large series 
of cases in an effort to learn 
if LSD, marijuana, and other 
drugs as well as alcohol can 
leave toxic changes in the or­ 
gans of the unborn child. 
Alcohol must be considered 
a drug and it is generally ac­ 
cepted 
that 
the 
pregnant 
mother can do great justice to 
herself and to her unborn child 
if many of these drugs are 
eliminated. This is not meant 
to instill a sense of fear in 
pregnant women. Rather it is 
meant to emphasize that safe­ 
ty for the mother and for the 
child is the ultimate hope of 
all modem medicine. 
Physicians who watch their 
patients must always be in 
complete control of the drugs 
that all pregnant women take 
throughout their pregnancy to 
insure such safety.

He learned to stick in there 
and do your best even when you are losing. You learn much by 
losing to win later. 


Ever hear of Teddy Roosevelt? He was probably one of our 


He was a sickly boy but the outdoor life 
and vigorous sports helped save his Me. He never forgot the lessons 
of the wonderful outdoors. He did much to help preserve our parks. 
John F. Kennedy and Richard Nixon both had brief moments of 
glory on a football field. They never made it big but the lessons 
absorbed there were remembered. 


I wish parents who question the value of sports would have seen 


the hustle of the Red Bluff Spartans as they whipped taller op- 
ponents and the efforts of the Los Molinos Bulldogs, JV and varsity, 
in the Fall River tournament. The Spartans, with a smart, careful 
planning coach, beat some of the best teams in Northern California 
The name of the game was hustle, desire and excellent shooting. It 
didn't just happen It took team work and they were the champions 
— despite an unusual system which didn't count all the wins. 


Clark is in his first year as varsity basketball coach. It was a 


pleasure to talk with him in the stands at the tourney. His teams 
didn't finish first or second. They will show their winning ways in 
several seasons to come. 


A coach wants to win. Everyone enjoys this. The boys are in- 


dividuals and young people trying to find their vocation, profession, 
"star to hitch their wagon on," and that right girl to settle down and 
marry. You'd be surprised the high percentage of coaches who 
have helped some young man decide to go on to college, select the 
right present for mom or dad for a birthday or just encourage him 
to do his best in everything. 
I've had the pleasure of knowing many high school and college 
coaches in California, Indiana, Texas, Missouri and New York. 
Some of the best teachers I ever had were coaches. I'll never forget 
one track coach who eased my sorrow at not winning enough points 
for the team in a close city meet. He asked only one question Did 
you do your best? "Yes, coach I did better than in the preliminaries 
but it wasn't good enough to get the needed points for the team to 
win." I can still hear his answer and I'm sure many other athletes 
heard it and still do in different ways.

A coach named Gleason utilized the value of team play. I was 


proud as my wife, Kerstin, was of both teams. "Those Spartans 
beat some tall teams, Jim." Yes, and two coaches in two different 
tournaments proved something I already knew. 


The lessons learned on a basketball court go beyond the 


number of points and the number of wins on a big board in a 
crowded gym.

He learned valuable lessons about life playing 
against Jim Thorpe in a football game. He learned to stick in there 
and do your best even when you are losing. You learn much by 
losing to win later. 
Ever hear of Teddy Roosevelt? He was probably one of our 
most popular presidents. He was a sickly boy but the outdoor life 
and vigorous sports helped save his life. He never forgot the lessons 
of the wonderful outdoors. He did much to help preserve our parks. 
John F. Kennedy and Richard Nixon both had brief moments of 
glory on a football field.

The boys are in­ 
dividuals and young people trying to find their vocation, profession,

m arry. You’d be surprised the high percentage of coaches who 
have helped some young man decide to go on to college, select the 
right present for mom or dad for a birthday or just encourage him 
to do his best in everything. 
I’ve had the pleasure of knowing many high school and college 
coaches in California, Indiana, Texas, Missouri and New York. 
Some of the best teachers I ever had were coaches. I’ll never forget 
one track coach who eased my sorrow at not winning enough points 
for the team in a close city meet. He asked only one question. Did 
you do your best? “Yes, coach I did better than in the preliminaries 
but it wasn’t good enough to get the needed points for the team to 
win.” I can still hear his answ er and I’m sure many other athletes 
heard it and still do in different ways. “Jim , you gave it your best 
effort. You’re a good long jum per but not among the best. Just 
rem em ber in life to do your very best. A coach can ask no more.” 
I heard a young coach with more on his mind than how many 
ball gam es the team won talking about boys like Pat Latimer, Paul 
Wood, Kevin Brunnemer and Doug Morey.
